PARIS, Sept. 2.—Poland has been 
freed from all of the bolsheviks inside 
of its ethnological frontier. 

The destruction of Gen. Budenny's 
army in the Lemberg region, between 
Aug. 29 and Sept. 1, and the rapid re- 
treat of the Red cavalry behind the 
Bug river, purges Polish soil of the last 
remnants of the inmaders. 

There are still some isolated units 
of Red cavalry west of the Bug, but 
they are merely seeking to escape be- 
ing taken prisoners. 

Haller Astride Bug. 

Gen. Stanislaus Haller’s troops, who 
are pursuing Gen. Budenny’s men in 
the upland regions, have occupied 
Cholm and have crossed the Bug at 
Opalin, where they are now astride the 
river. From there they threaten to 
sweep to the southward to cut off the 
fleeing Reds. 

Having retaken Saintes, the Polish 
cavalry is now riding eastward. Avia- 
tors report that the bridge at Hrubies- 
zow is choked with fugitives. 

Capture Red Cannon. 
Nearly all of Budenny’s mountain ar-

MOSCOW ADMITS REVERSE 


LONDON, Sept. 2—The Russian 
soviet forces endeavoring to encircie 
Lemberg have retired to the eastward 
under Polish pressure, says the soviet 
Pofficial statement of Wednesday re- 
ceived today by wireless. Some stc- 
cesses for the soviet troops are re- 
ported on the center of the fighting 
front. The statement says: 


“In the Cholm region (forty miles 


east of Lublin) we crossed to the right 
bank of the western Bug near Opalin 
(fifty miles east of Lubiin) and flung 
back the enemy to the left bank of 
the river. 

“In the Lemberg region, under en- 
emy pressure, we retired somewhat to 
the east on the sector north of the 
Lemberg-Brody rallway. In the Bere 
slav Oriekhov regions (in the Crimea) 
we dre engaged with the enemy, who 
is 28 fierce resistance.“

Washington, D. C., Sept. 2.—The 
United States submarine 8-5 was be- 
ing kept barely at the surface of the 
Atlantic ocean, fifty-five miles east 
of Cape Henlopen, tonight, by a pre- 
carlous hold scoured en her stern by 
the General Goéthals, an army trans:

Wich her crew of four officers and 
twenty-siz men, the 8-5 had been sub- 
merged for thirty-six hours, but

weaknesses and mistakes which con- 
tributed largely to their defeat: The 
greatest mistake was the insistence on 
paving civilian ideas based en political 
considerations govern, instead of fight- | 
ing the campaign from a purely mili- 
tary point of view. 

The successes against Kolehak, Tud- 
enitch, and Denekin were due as much 
to the people hating czarism amd being 
inffmenced by propaganda as they were 
to the military ability of the bolsheviki. 
The bolsheviki were further aided by 
the great numbers of deserters to 
their side. A similar attitude on the 
part of the Polish army and people 
failed to materialize. Thus the far- 
ther the bolsheviki got from their base 
the more their difficulties increased 


specting them and at the same time 

t hesitating to obstruct, harass, and 
even openly attack them. The Polish 
treeps remained true to their colers. 

With Reverse English. 

Thus the bolshevik force, which 
would have been strong enough under 
the expected conditions, found itself 
steadily growing weaker and .com- 
pelled to rely entirely upon its mili- 
tary force alone to overcome an enemy 
steadily growing in strength. This 
same civilian idea was responsible for 
the selection of Warsaw and Danzig 
corridor, instead of choosing the Pol- 
ish army as the main objective. They 
did not realize that once the Polish 
army was destroyed all thé desired geo- 
xraphical points could be easily occu- 
pied. 

This same-error led to the flank 
march of the 4th bolshevik army across 
the front of the Polish troops in War- 
saw and at the Modlin bridgehead and 
caused the undue stretching of the 
bolsheviki army, which, with the con- 
sequent in the position oc- 
took advantage of. 

Mistake of Commisars. 


Another mistake was in believing 
that the Poles were routed, and, above 
all, when they failed to stand on the 
Bug river. This led the civilian com- 
missars to instst upon continuing the 
rapid advance without stopping and 
regrouping and the prepara- 
tion so essential, if a general action

These errors, mistaking the correct 
objectives and thinking the Poles rout- 
ed, led the bolsheviki to use up their 
reserves, with the result that when the 
Polish attack broke through their lines 
no means existed for stopping them.

They 
did not have an adequate food supply 
and had to depend wholly upon forag- 
ing as such supply trains as existed be- 
tween the army and its base were only 
sufficient to supply an adequrte amount 
of small ammunition and an inade- 


This absence of organized supply, 
with the consequent necessity of living 


of the troops and inevitably led to loot- 
ing and a gerious slump in discipline.

THE BREEDING PLACES OF CRIME. 

The vice, gambling, and bootlegging raids now 
being conducted by State’s Attorney Hoyne have a 
double value to the community at this time. They 
serve both to check the activities of the underworld 
and to reveal to voters the evil conditions which |“ 
have been allowed to develop under the present city | 
administration. 

Persons familiar with the night life of the city 
have for months observed a eteadily increasing de- 
fiance of law. Jazz bands have been jazzier, women 
have been more brazen, gamblers have been more 
open and impudent, liquor has flowed more freely, 
and promoters of all such traffic have been en- 
couraged. With the arrest ot 150 persons in a 
single night's raids the state’s attorney has pub- 
licly revealed Conditions which were generally | 
known to those who go about the city by night, 
but not to the home staying citizen. 

Such quiet citizens had begun to get an inkling 
of the situation from the recent growing record of in 


general. They realize that such a crime wave must 
have its source in other evil conditions. Voters 
who wish to see crime reduced will remember this. 

They will remember that disordérly and illegal 
resorts breed crime. They will remember that these 
breeding places of crime have been restored to per- 


tion, and on the eve of an important election. They 
have an opportunity to register their disapproval 

of such conditions by a vote against the city hall 
slate at the coming primaries. 


Sentiments expressed by Sir James Aikins, the 
distinguished president of the Canadian Bar asso- 
ciation, touching the relations of Canada and the 
United States, will be as cordially indorsed on this 
side the border as we hope they will be by Sir 
James’ fellow countrymen. 

“With Americans,” he declared, “ we, the repre- 
sentatives of the British empire, hold and will hold 
against all other states this continent for our com- 
mon civilization, from the Rio Grande to the north 
pole. I we are menaced by the unrepent- 
ant forces of central Europe, shoulder to shoulder 
we will face eastward; if by Asiatics we will right 
about and march westward; if any other common 
foe we will stand back to back, but never face to 
face in fraternal strife.” 

We do not think there is much danger of being 
menaced by an “unrepentant central Europe,” 
which has trouble enough to save itself from chaos, 
and in the interest of humanity and of the world 
calls for aid to peaceful reconstruction, more than 
any defense against its attack. The practical and 
significant reference is that which refers to the 
‘west and the defense of the continent from any 
foreign foe whatsoever. 

In fact, Sir James’ declaration is far from the 
mere rhetoric of a friendly occasion. It expresses a 
very deep instinct of the inherent and unchange- 
able unity of our continent, inhabited as it is by 
two nations whose laws, customs, institutions, ma- 
terial interests, language, and culture are in essen- 
tials the same. 

Differences of political organization and even dif- 
ferences of affiliation cannot offset the profound 
forces which bind us together as against all the 
outside world in those issues which most vitally at- 
fect us. And these forces will not weaken with 


by cultivating mutual understanding and respect, 
by codperation so far as it is possible, we may 
mitigate or avoid those conflicts which arise even 


underestimate deliberate and persistent efforts to 
sustain good feeling and escape superficial con- 
flicts, but even without such effort’, we are confi- 
dent, the unity of the continent in all great crises 
will be maintained. | 

If we on both sides the invisible border grasp 
this underlying and most beneficent fact our poli- 
cies will be more farsighted and the assurance of 
our common strength and progress more mn!
